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five times on illegal bookmalting char- 
ges in Dallas since 1963 but has been 
sentenced a total of only 10 days in 
jail and fined $500. 

None of the five men whose homes 
and businesses were raided by the FBI 
last January was arrested, but gam- 
bling paraphernalia was seized to use 
as evidence when federal attorneys in- 
tend to later seek indictments by a 
grand jury. 

The FBI also has 30 days of taped 
telephone conversations— reportedly in- 
cluding the voices of at least a dozen 
Dallas police officers— with the man 
they described as the kingpin of the 
bookmaking operation. 

The gambling raid was the first 
staged here by the FBI without the par- 
. ticipation of local police. 

MOORE SAID HE LIVED in a room- 
ing house at the rear of the liquor and 
drug store which he contended was "a 
from for a bookie type operation where 
bets we],, taken on all types of athletic 


events and horse races" in the early 
1950s, according to the/Warren Report. 

He said the "place was patronized 
by most of the gambling element in 
Dallas and was a frequent visi- 
tor," the report stated. The former 
piano player at Ru^ old Vegas C lub 
at 3508 Oak LawtH aTThe didn't knowTf 
gUaiLv^s connected with the gambling 
operation or was merely a participant. 

^ujjv also was "friendly" with Bos- 
co, who .Moore thought was "engaged in 
criminal activities in Dallas although 
he had no specific information to sub- 
stantiate this," according to the Ar- 
chives exhibit. 

Moore told the FBI he believed ^jijjjt 
was "connected with the underworld" 
in Dallas because of his associations 
with Civello and Bosco, among others, 
and the bookmaking operations at 2700 
Ross Ave. 

The Warren Commission, however, 
concluded that "the evidence does not 
establish a significant link between

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Testimony Shows Gambling 
Not New on Ross

Gambling is no new thing on Ross 
Avenue.
